INNOCULATE 


HOW TO SOIL. 


In securing the soil for inocula 
rogen from the air and combining 
it in such a way, that plants ey, 
use it. 

Where alfalfa) or sweet clover: 
has never grown, it may be neces 
sary to supply the bacteria arti 
ficially. The easiest way to do 
this is to scatter the soi from a 
well established alfalfa field over 
the land to be seeded 

In order to grow alfalfa, it 
must be supplied with bacteria of 
the proper kind. ‘Ihese bacteria 
form nodules on the alfalfa roots 
and have the power of taking) nit- 
tion purposes, the top two inches 
of soil should be removed and the 
soil taken from the next six inch- 
es. 

The soil should not be allowed 
to dry in the sunlight or be 


ex- 
posed to it, as the strong sun 
light kills the bacteria. Inocu 


late the field just before seeding, 
sowing the soil broadcast py hand 
and follow immediately with a 
harrow to prevent injury to the 
bacteria by the sunlight. Soime 
kinds of drills may also be used 
for sowing the inoculating soil. 
¥or inoculation, from 200 to 
500 pounds of soil per acre is ree 
ommended, though more may be 
used if available.
